any act of Congress making a grant 
of laudf to a corporation, to aid in 
the construction of any railroad, shall 
be subject to local taxation as the 
property of such corporation, and its 
assignees, in the same manner as the 
lauds of individual citizens of the 
States and Territories wherever the 
same may be situated: Provided, 
That no tax shall be assessed upon 
any such lands until the acceptance 
by the United States, in the manner 
prescribed by law, of the portion of 
any such roads running through or 
opposite to said lands, so as to au- 
thorize the issue of putouts therefor 
as lands earned by such corporation. 


Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of 


the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office to prepare and deliver 
without delay patents for any lauds 
applied for by any company as afore 
said, where the same are clearly 
within the grant and free from con- 
flicting claims, and all legal fees and 
charges shall be paid by said com- 
pany. 


Sec 3. That if any company shall 


fail to pay proper costs or fees re- 
quired by law, and to select for pat- 
ent the lunds pertaining to its grant 
within six mouths after the comple- 
tion of each section of twenty miles 
of any railroad entitled to lands, the 
Commissioner of the Oeneral Land 
Office shall cause the surveys to be 
made «>f the townships within which 
lands granted to such railroads are

A snow-plow and four lo- 
comotives are entirely buried in a 
snow drift about two miles west of 
there. The snow was drifting, and no 
hope* were entertained of making any 
progress at that time.

ate the captives. The blockade is as 
bud as ever—heavy winds prevailing, 
causing the snow to drift badly.
